Stressing the value of the 
taining of the Crows Nest agreement 
which meant a gain of #105 upon each 
car of Wheat shipped from this con 
stituency to Fort William.

ferred to theadvise of Mr Melyor oi 
the Wheat Pool who urged that the 
farmers give this matter thelr serious 
consideration inasmuch that the 
“Vheat Pool could not sell profitably 
more wheat than the world required 

Harvey Hanson was in tine form 
and featured what the U I’ A had in 
v.ew in the matter of developing tur- 
ther cooperation methods. He cited 
the very striking development in Cal 
gary of the Co-operation milk Com 
pany which was organized a few 
months ago, established a $100,00u 
Milk Plant and were now delivering 
each day 8500 quarts of milk, He 
outlined the possibility tbat within 
the near future that a Co-operative 
milling Company would be promoted. 

The establishing of meat packing 
plants at Edmonton and Calgary 
would soon be arranged, when much 
better returns would be togthcoming 
to the farmers for their li c 

He urged that influence bet xerted 
to have further extension of the health 
Clinics to include the adult populations 
and cited the outétanding success of 
the Child Clinic of last summer in 
Strathmore and district. 

Mr Garland was in excellent form 
and gave a resume of the general 
work of the past session of the House 
ot Commons and scathingly referred 
to the reductions made in the tariff 
which were practically infinitesmal 
so far as the ordinary consumer was , 
concerned. For example he cited the 
removal of taxes upon Cablegrams, 
telegrams, sleeping car berths, steam 
ship and railway tickets. These were 
all items that mainly affected the 
larger corporations and wealthier peo-' 
ple and of but little or no value to the | 
farmer or wage earner. | 

The reduction of the sales tax of 
one per cent. did not amount to much | 
individually, nor did the reduction of 
duty on Cocoanut or tor needles re 
quired for the fishermen, 

He specified the aggressive fight 
that was necessary to have the duty 
on combines placed the same as upon 
other farm machinery. 

Mr Garland explained the fight that 
had been waged to secure the benelits 
of the new Grain Act and asked that 
the members ot the 1ocais make a real 
@tudy of the Act and recommend any 
further possible improvements. 

He gave a splendid description of 
the way the business of the House

He told of the efforts that he haa 
inade in the interest of the returned 
soldiers, to secure medical treatment 
for every returned man whether or no 
his disability could be traced to act 
ual service or not. 

Mr Garland’s plea for world peace 
Was possibly the real feature of his 
address; and his marshalling of the 
burden’ carried by the Nations absol- 
utely jumanswerablid. For example | 
Great ee 14 shillings out 
of\ evety t y for past war and fut- 
ure preparations, Canada’s annual war 
bill is now $188,000,000, which is $20, 
000,000 more than Canada’s total ex- 
penditure for all our affairs in 1914. 

He ref@fred to the work being done 
by the experts throughout the world 
to devise ways and means of develop 
iug death dealing bacteria to be used 
in the next war it {' should ever come 
and he lauded the work that had been 
accomplished by all the Nations under 
the Kellogg Pact, the originator o! 
which he was proud to state was a 
Canadian from Ontario, Professor 
Shuttleworth of Columbia University 

At the close of the meeting Mr Gar 
land asked if any one wished to ask 
any questions and Henry \an der Loop 
‘s given more oetails in connection 
with the working of the Grain Act 

Mr Garland was asked what his at 
tiiude was in regard tothe Mennon 
ites in Russia to the number of 1901 
families who wished assistance to 
come to Canada and he was most em 
phatic, that so long as there peo 
ple in Canada who needed help that 
he was opposed to granting any help 
to these people. 

At the close Rev. Mr Brundige 
pressed his pleasure in listening to 
the addresses of all the speakers and 
moved a hearty vote of thanks 

The meeting closed by singing the 
National Anthem .

The plan of financing has worked out 
satisfactorily, the only difficulty the 
board has experienced arising from 
inadequate hospital facilities. 

The hospital is a brick building with 
accommodation for 22 beds according 
to government regulations, and a 
frame annex with ten bed accommoda- 
tion, Am average of 48 patients per 
day were care for in this 32-bed hos- 
pital during 1928.
